President Taft Will Wait Until He.Re-

It is, how- 
ever, generally . considered probable 
that'Col. G. W. Goetthals will be ap- 
pointed civil governor.

Panama city which was sacked and 
then razed in 1871 by the notorious 
bucanneer, Henry Morgan, who was 
made a knight by King Charles II on 
his return to England. The presiden- 
tial party will sail .from Colon at 6 
o'clock this 
evening on

United States warship Arkansas and 
expect to reach Key West on Sunday. 
Col. Goetthals will return to the Unit- 
ed States at the same time on board 
the battleship Delaware. 


Washington's View. 


Washington, Dec. 26.—It was under- 


stood before President Taft left Wash- 
ington on his present visit to -Panama 
that' the only element of uncertainty 
in the appointing of Col. Goethals

Klein, who was informed that an in- 
vestigator would he sent here by the 
department. 


.The fire last night was the third 


within a 'month in which there have 
been indications of incendiarism, the 
other two being 'those in the Bost- 
wick building, almost directly across 
from the Sadler shop, and in the to- 
bacco warehouse of T. E. Welsh on 
West Milwaukee street. 


The fire was discovered about 12:15 


o'clock this morning, the flames leap- 
ing up on the outside at the rear of 
the shop . The outer wall was burned
